Pretended Hypnotist and For- 
tune Teller Found Guilty 
of the Murder of 

Mary Vrzal.

ONE OF CRIME SERIES. 


Four Other Members of the Fam- 
ily Are Believed to Have 
Been Killed by the 
Same Hand. 


Herman Bilk, so-called hypnotist and 
Practicer of black art.“ was found guilty at 
8:10 o'clock last night of the murder of Mary 


Vraal. The verdict returned by a jury in 


Judge Barnes’ court fixed his punishment at 
death. Inferentially he is thus pronounced 
guilty of the poisoning of five members of 
the Vrzal family, but the epecific case tried 
was that of Mary Vrazal. 

Billik took the verdict gtoically and went 
back to the jail, where he told the other pris- 
oners about it, but said he guessed he 


wouldn't talk to any outsiders. 


Little Edna Billik, daughter of the prisoner, 
and Bertha and Jerry Vrzal, the surviving 
children of the ill fated Vrzal family, together 
made a scene that plucked at the heartstrings 
of the onlookers. 
loudly together, as did Billik’s wife and his 
mother. 

Edna Billik, who ts an unusually pretty 


child, had been playing about the courtroom 


from the time the jury retired at 4:23 o’clock 
in the afternoon. dhe had been kept there 
She prattled in her 
child's way and pointed out various individ- 


uals in the courtroom. She was in charge. 
of Marie Jicha, 806 West Bighteenth street, 


formerly an opera singer in Bohemia. 


Child Confident to the Last. 
When Clerk Caulfield called the court to 
order at 8 o'clock the child smoothed out 
the falfis in her pink silk frock and sat down 


beside her friend just ag if she expected her 
papa to walk out and take her by the hand 
to lead her home. She displayed no anxiety. 


Ten minutes later the door to the right of 


Judge Barnes opened and the jury filed into 


the jury box. Billik came in with two guards 
and stood with his back against the wall. 
Gentlemen of the jury, have you agreed 


upon a verdict?” asked the court. 


„We have,” responded Foreman William 


C. Crane, 


“The clerk will read the verdict,” sald the 


judge. 


Lamentation in the Courtroom. 
Clerk Caulfield read aloud in an impres- 


sive voice that reached to the farthest corners 
of the courtroom: 


“We, the jury, find the defendant, Her- 


man Ziajeck, otherwise known as Herman 
Form as chatged fn the indtwtasnent, and fix 
his punishment at death.” 


Billik’s fingers twitched sharply against the 


wall at the last word, but he continued to 
stand unwinking, looking straight across the 
chairs and tables at the wide eyed child in 
the pink dress, sitting in the front row of 
seats. Apparently she was the first to grasp 
the import of the verdict. 


„ They’ ve deaded him! she piped sharply, 


and then buried her face in the lap of the 
woman beside her. 


A second later, the sobbing of the other 


relatives of Billik was heard in the court- 
room. Billik’'s wife appeared about to col- 
lapse and friends started with her towgrds 
an ante-room. The Vrzal 
frightened and began to cry, too.

Court Commends the Jurors. 

While the courtroom thus was filled with 
lamentations, the clear enunciation of Judge 
Barnes rose above the sound of weeping. He 
was giving the jurors a short lecture on civil 
government, after the jury had been polled. 

“I realize that you have been kept apart 
from your families and have given up consid- 
erable time to this service,“ he told them. 
But sometimes circumstances arise that 
make it necessary for some citizens to meet 
exigencies. I believe you have given most 
careful and conscientious consideration to 
this evidence. You are discharged.’’ 

Attorney Francis E. Hinckley of counsel for 
the defense made the usual formal motion for 
a new trial. Judge Barnes said he would 
hear arguments at some future date. 

Billik’s relatives and the Vrzals went out of 
the Criminal court building together. Emma 
Vrzal Niemann, the married daughter of the 
Vrzals, on whom Billik tried to shift the 
blame for the n was crying as hard as 
any of them. 

Most of the sree individually declined to 
talk about the case, but it was reported that 
two ballots were taken. It was said that on 
the first ballot two of the jurors declined to 
vote the death penalty. 


Strong Plea for Death Penalty. 

The plea for the death penalty made by 
Assistant State’s Attorney Popham earlier 
in the day made his hearers stiffen up in their 
seats. He denounced Billik without reserva- 
tion. 

„ Poison has become the frequent route for 
fiends to get rid of their wives and wives of 
their husbands, and for carrying out vile 
plots of assassination,’ said Mr. Popham. 
Don't let it be said in the future: Look at 
the Billik jury—a tender hearted, sf/mpa- 
thetic jury!“ 

At this point, Attorney Hinckley objected 
and Mr. Popham withdrew the objectionable 
part of the argument, and resumed: 


“The law recognizes that the punishment, 
in a murder case should be proportioned to 


the turpitude of the crime. The man who 
steals up behind you and shoots you in the 
back is a gentleman compared with Billik. 
Of all the murders poseible, the most foul, the 
one that is recognized as the most damnable 
and hideous, is that by poison. I ask you to 
put this fiend away.” 


Remarkable Series of Deaths. 
The history of the case may be summed up 
in the fact that Billik went to the Vrzal resi- 
dence at 677 West Nineteenth street with his 
alleged charms and mysticisms and that a

‘WAYWARD WIFE SERKS DEATH 


Mrs. Anna Scott Is Found Uncon- 
scious in Washington Park. 


VICTIM OF CARBOLIC ACID. 


Attempt to Commit Suicide Follows 
Husband’s Divorce Threat. 


After bidding farewell to her husband at 
noon with a declaration thet she would com- 
mit suicide, Mrs. Anna Scott, 34 years old, 
8908 Southport avenue, drank carbolic acid 
in Washington park yesterday afternoon. 
She was unconscious when taken to the 
Washington Park hospital and her chances 
for recovery were pronounced slight, She 
was still unconscious at 2 o’clock this morn- 
ings Her husband is Merritt C. Scott, a 
Rogers Park plastering contractor. 

When discovered lying on the grass near 
the Fifty-fifth street entrance to the park 
the woman was writhing in agony, but al- 
though partly conscious she refused to give 
any tnformation concerning herself. In her 
purge were several possible clews to her 
identity, including the cards of Mrs. W. C. H. 
Keough, a former member of the board of 
education, and of Mrs. J. H. Neinen, 2625 
Forty-second avenue, but the Hyde Park 
police chose as the best working basis an 
envelope addressed to M. C. Scott, 3008 
Southport avenue.“ 

Because of the fact that she was dressed 
in white from head to foot and wore diamond 
ear rings and rings, the police believed they 
were on the verge of a deep mystery, but 
at the address given the pussle was ex- 
plained by the husband, who seemed not to 
be surprised at the woman’s action. 


Husband Tells Strange Story. 

Mr. Scott said he and she had been married 
for sixteen years and that with four children 
whose ages range from 8 to 15 years and a 
comfortable home she had become @issatis- 
fied with her life. 

„ Yesterday morning,“ he said, “ she went 
downtown and purchased an entſrely newout- 
fit at an expense which was unwarranted. 
Her dress atone cost 7 and she bought 
skirts, shoes, and stockings to match it. When 
she did not come home at midnight I set out 
in search for her and found her at 3 in the 
morning in West Madison street with a man 
whom she admitted she had met but once be- 


fore. 

“ We did not quarrel. I simply saw that 
she was there and then went home. This 
morning she telephoned to me, saying she 
wanted to see me. I consented to talk with 
her and met her at 10 o'clock in the office of 
my lawyer, Charles McNett, 69 Dearborn 
street. 

Divorce Proceedings Planned. 

“We talked and she {ried to excuse her 
conduct, but I told her it was only the climax 
of a lot of things which I hed known for 3 
long time. I did not beHeve she could be 
contented with the life I could give her, and 
the lawyer served notice that I would begin 
divorce proceedings. 

‘‘ She pleaded and begged, but I could not 
befieve in her sincerity, and I could not be- 
lieve thet she meant what she said when she 
threatened to rr herset. Dven no I feel 
that she did not want to dle. I do not know 
how much acid she drank, but my instinct 
tells me it was not enough to be fatal. I 
‘have just been talking to the hospital people 
over the telephone and they tell me she may 
recover. 

„It she does I cannot tell what I shall do. 

am undecided whether to go to see her or 
not. I may in two or three days.“ 

Physicians attending the woman at mid- 
night were unable to weigh her chances of 
recovery more accurately than to say her 
fate could not be determined until today. 

Mr. Scott explained the presence of Mrs. 
Keough’s card in his wife's purse by a state- 
ment that the two familles were neighbors 
until about twelve years ago and that occa- 
sional visits were interchanged by the two 
women. 

Imitates Girl’s Fatal Leap. 

Five minutes after Henry E. Berg, a re- 
tired grocer, 50 years of age, read in the 
morning of the suicide of a young woman by 
jumping from the fifteenth story of a sky- 
scraper he started downtown from his home 
at 3016 Groveland avenue. Less than half 
an hour later his mangled remains were 
picked up in the rotund'a of the Chamber of 
Commerce building. He had leaped from the 
thirteenth story of the building. Fear ofa 
lingering death from tuberculosis is given by 
his sister, Miss Lizzie Berg, as the cause for 
his act. 

There was almost a panic in the building. 
Henry Wild, an official of the Great Lakes 
Dredging and Dock company, fainted, as did 
several young women employed as stenog- 
raphers. A detail of police was necessary to 
drive back the morbidly curious crowd. 

Ill Health Causes Suicide. 

Despondent because of ill health, which 
he had suffered for several months, Earl 
DeCorse, 23 years old, who lived with his 
wife at the home of E. Eisman, 6420 Eggies- 
ton avenue, committed suicide by inhaling 
gas in the afternoon. His body was found 
lying on a bed in his room with one end of a 
rubber tube in his mouth, the other end of 
which was attached to an open gas jet 
above the bed. The tube, through which the 
gas was flowing freely, was tied with a cord 
into hig mouth, so that there was no posei- 
bility dt his escaping the deadly fumes. 

Hermine Hanik, 24 years old, a servant em- 
ployed in the home of Bernard Holiak, 4419 
Ellis avenue, attempted suicide by inhaling 
gas and swallowing phosphorus taken from 
matches. She was taken to the Lakeside 
hospital. She will recover. 

Carl Feidler, 49 years old, 1045 West Mont - 
rose boulevard, a laborer, found dead in 
bed in a gas filled room at his home, is be- 
Heved to have committed suicide because of

SEOUL, July 10, 3 a. m—After a confer- 
ence with the elder statesmen at 1 o’clock 
this morning, the emperor finally yielded and 
signified his willingness to accede to the re- 
quest for his abdication. 

It wae decided to hold the abdication cere- 
mony at 10 o'clock this morning. 

Much unrest prevails about the palace and 
at another place a crowd of 2,000 is assem- 
bled. A portion of this crowd assaulted the 
office of the Daily Kokumin, but the mob 
Was dispersed before much damage was in- 
flicted. 

Gets Little Comfort from Ito. 

After two weeks’ obstinate seclugion and 
silence the emperor late yesterday sent court 
officers to Marquis Ito with a message that 
inasmuch as both were worried over the 
presence of the Corean deputation at The 
Hague, he therefore begged the resident gen- 
eral to come to the palace. Marquis Ito’s 
first reply asked for an audience two or three 
days hence, after the arrival of Foreign 
Minister Hayashi from Tokio. 

The emperor replied that he wanted to see 
Marquis Ito at once. Marquis Ito then went 
to the palace. 

The audience of Marquis Ito with the em- 
peror of Corea lasted an hour. It is re- 
ported that the emperor appealed imploring- 
ly to the former to help save Corea from her 
present complication in a manner satisfac- 
tory to the Japanese and without doing any- 
thing derogatory to the Corean court. 

Marquis Ito, it is said, carefully avoided 
making any definite reply and retired with- 
out committing himeelf. 


Elder Statesmen Threaten War. 

Japanese Foreign Minister Hayashi ar- 
rived late last night, receiving a hearty wel- 
come. He drove immediately to Marquis 
Ito's residence. 

A number of Coreans, calling themselves 
the elder statesmen of Corea, yesterday sent 
a long letter to Marquis Ito, intimating that 
the Japanese would receive their support in 
fair dealing toward the emperor, but failing 
that they would die a martyr's death, and 
that the whole nation would do lkewise. | 
They denied the court was implicated in the 
| sending of to The Hague. 

The cabinet ministers again proceeded to 
the palace late last night for the purpose of 
urging the emperor to abdicate. 

It is reported that the emperor displayed 
great anger, and said to the ministers that he 
occupied the throne by right of inheritance 
from his aficestors and that his subjects had 
no authority to advise his dethronement, 
much less to do so with the support of for- 
eigners. 

After midnight a delegation of elder states- 
men proceeded to the palace and argued with 
the emperor, finally persuading him that his 
abdication was the only solution of the difi- 
culty. 

Marquis Ito says that the cabinet in de- 
manding the emperor's abdication is acting 
on its own initiative and without a knowledge 
of Japan's plans or desires,

‘Hearst Lawyer Has Bully Time 
Quizzing Arch Conspirator. 


LIGHT ON HIS FRIENDS. 


Tammany Saloonkeeper and 8. Unter- 
meyer Fed His Campaign Fund. 


New York, July 18.—[{Special.}—District 

Attorney Jerome, in his private capacity as 
a citizen and plaintiff, was examined for 
three hours today by Clarence J. Shearn, 
counse) for William R. Hearst, in connec- 
tion with two suits for $100,000 each which 
Jerome began in March, 1906, against 
Hearst's two publishing corporations, the 
Star Publishing company and the New York 
Evening Journal company, for Mbel. 
_ Shearn got an order for Jerome's examina- 
tion before the trial on the plea that the dis- 
trict attorney can give evidence now which 
will make it unnecessary for Hearst to call 
a number of witnesses whom he otherwise 
might have to subpcena at great expense, 

While Jerome was being examined he was 
in hig ehirt sleeves and constantly smoked 
cigareta. 

In the course of the examination it was 
brought out that one of the contributors to 
Jerome's reform campaign fund was a Tam- 
many saloonkeeper and another the attorney 
for a high insurance official. Jerome also 
admitted in answer to questions that he had 
made no effort to have some of the flagrant 
offenders as revealed in the insurance in- 
vestigation indicted, 


Tells Campaign Fund Secrets. 

Mr. Shearn asked for the names of the 
men who sent in contributions to the Jerome 
campaign fund two years ago, but Jerome 
replied that he purposely refrained from 
learning the names of the contributors, so 
he might honestly be able to say he did not 
know them, The fund was in charge of 
Howard S. Gans, one of Jerome's assistants. 
He did know the names of some of the giv- 
ers, however. One was Charles W. Morse, 
who sent five $1,000 gold certificates. 

“TI sent them back,” the district attorney 
said, ‘‘ because Mr. Morse might be a witness 
in the Hummel-Dodge-Morse affair. But I 
meant no reflection on Mr. Morse, who, so far 
as I know, is a perfectly respectable gentle- 
man.”

TROOPS 10 SAVE KIDNAPERS 


Two Companies Ordered to Hahn- 
ville, La., After Conviction. 


POSSE FROM CITY FEARED. 


Lynchers Said to Be Gathering in New 
Orleans for Attack. 


Hahnville, La, July 18.—Two companies of 
militia tonight were ordered here to protect 
from threatened lynching the four Italians 
convicted ‘‘ without capital punishment ” of 
complicity in the murder of little Walter 

of New Orleans, who was kidnaped 
and strangled about a month ago. 
It is reported here that a posse is forming 
at Gretna, across the river from New Or- 
leans, with the purpose of lynching the pris- 
oners. There is little prospect that the posse 
can get here by train and attempts have been 
made to secure a tug or tow boat. 

That the troops will arrive here ahead of 
the posse is assured, as a company of militia 
from New Orleans and another from Gretna 
are being rushed on a special train. 

he names of the convicted Kelans are: 
Nicolina Gebbda, Mrs. Campieciano, Tony 
Costa, and Frank Gendusa. The verdict was 
reached after the jury had been out forty- 
five minutes and at the close of a four days’ 
trial. The state could not prove any of the 
prisoners committed the actual murder.

A person 
injured by reason of an accident on a de- 
fectively paved street or obstructed side- 
walk recovered damages from the city, but 
the municipal authorities failed to follow up 
the case and exact corresponding damages |. 
from the contractors responsible for the con- | 
dition of the street or the property owner to 
blame for the sidewalk obstruction. 


Many Cases Are Outlawed. 


In investigating the situation Mr. Brundage 
found thousands of cases in which the city 
has had valid claim to recover the amounts of 
the ents from other persons but in 
which the statute of limitations hasrun. He 
found 850. cases not outlawed and in these he 
will attempt to secure reimbursement for the 
city’s losses. 

The first proceedings were instituted late 
last week and so far three judgments have 
been rendered in favor of the city. Thomas 


F. Dooley, a contractor, was ordered by the 


Municipal court to pay the city $207.93, this 
being the amount of the judgment with costs 
in the case of Florence G. Johnson, who re- 
covered damages from the city for an injury 
in a street. 

Judgment for $750 was also rendered against 
the Scully Paving company in another per- 
sonal injury case. 

In the third suit Abraham Dovelsosky was 
ordered to pay the city $300, this being the 
amount awarded Belle Borokofsky, who sued 
for damages because of injuries from falling 
into a coal hole left open in the sidewalk by 
Dovelsésky, the owner of the property. 


Will Make Contractors Careful. 


Mr. Brundage believes that persistence 
in prosecuting these suite will tend to make 
contractors and property owners more care 
ful im keeping pavements and sidewalks in 
proper condition, thus lessening the personal 
injury claims against the city. 


INVITES TEAMSTERS TO HELP. 


Chief Shippy Wants Two Union Men on 
Advisory Committee to Find Method 
to Regulate Traffic. 


Chief of Police Shippy took another step 
yesterday in solving the problem of loop 
congestion when he invited two representa- 
tive union teamsters to become members 
of his advisory committee on the handling 
of traffic. 

The chief said he intended to give these 
teamster representatives police stars and 
ask them to cotperate in the streets with 
the patrolmen who are trying to impress 
drivers with the new rules of the road. They 
will also be asked to take up the problem 
in their union meetings and have it im- 
pressed on the drivers that tney are to obey 
the crossing policemen. The names of the 
two teamsters the chief said he would an- 
nounce as soon as he is advised of their ac- 
ceptance of the invitation. 

Not only have the crossing policemen 
got to be educated in this traffic question,” 
said Chief Shippy, ‘* but the teamsters will 
have to be taught to obey the policemen. Of 
course here we have too few men. Capt. 
Gibbons has 300, where he ought to have 
600 officers. But we can do a good deal as it 
is. The order to crossing men to keep inside 
the street intersection and face traffic, stop- 
ping the streams alternately, is having good 
results.“

DAIRY DEPARTMENT DIVIDED 
OVER UNIFORM LAW IDEA. 


Government Representatives at Conven- 
tion, Backed by Manufacturers, Seek 
Universal Legislation in All States. 


Norfolk, Va., July 18.— Today's session of 
the state and ‘national food and dairy depart- 
ment’s meeting in annual convention at the 
Jamestown exposition, was devoted largely 
to the consideration of committee reports on 
measures for uniform legislation regarding 


color, use of antiseptics, standrds, Ibeling, 


and guarantee clauses, adulteration, disease, 
contamination, etc. The question of uniform 
food and dairy laws for all states is not re- 
ceiving unanimous indorsement, some of the 
state representatives contending that in 
many of the states conditions exist to which 
general laws could not be applied. 

These tate officials are inclined to a con- 
tinuation of state laws for local conditions 
with a strict enforcement of the same. The 
federal authorities urge uniform laws, be- 
lieving that the greatest benefit will arise 
from the same, and they defend the present 
national pure food law, dclaring that ‘t was 
drawn so that its general provisions would 
not destroy the business of the manufacture. 

The manufacturing interests are aligned 
with the federal representatives, believing 
that the manufacturing interests will be pro- 
tected under a uniform system of inspection 
in all of the states than by methods now in 
vogue in some States.

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SCAMPERS AS CURFEW RINGS 


South Chicago Youngsters Are 
Prompt.to Heed the Warning. 


PARENTS WELL PLEASED.

Greek Ice Cream Parlors Are Deserted 
Shortly After 10 O’Clock. 


The curfew bell rang lest night in South 
Chicago. As a result, every girl of tender 
years and most of the boys, too, were safely 
within doors or tucked down in bed shortly 
after 10 o'clock. - 

Patrolmen hed received orders to sce that 
every young girl ‘who happened to be in the 
street when the bell rang obeyed the warning 
of the curte to betake herself immediately 
to Her hame. This was the first trial and it 
worked like a charm, although the Rev. Emil 
Richter, who acted as curfew ringer, forgot 
to ring the bell until ten minutes later than 
schedule time—10 o’clock. 

There. was much interest exhibited by 
crowds of children ard grownups who had 
gathered at several street corners to hear the 
curfew. When the hands of the clock pointed 
to 10 and nothing happened, most ‘of the 
crowd thought all the talk about the cur- 
few was a joke. 

Suddenly the big bells of the Evangelical 
Lutheran church at Ninety-second street and 
Superior avenue rang out peals of warning 
to the young people, The effect was in- 
stantaneous. Young girls and boys scattered 
in every direction. It seemed as if they were 
racing to see which should get home first. 


Ice Cream Parlors Deserted. 

Greek ice cream parlors, favorite resorts of 
young girls in the evening, suffered a sudden 
depopulation after the curfew had sounded. 
In some places whole blocks, which ‘up to 
thet time had swarmed with youngsters of 
both sexes, were deserted before the last 
peals of the big bells had died out. 

The bell could be heard plainly in all parts 
of the suburb. At the first clarig thé police- 
men on their beats began ordering all girls , 
who made the slightest show at resisting fhe | 
order to go home at once. Everywhere t 
obeyed the police without question. 

Hundreds of persons living in the vicinity 
of the church listened to the ringing of the 
curfew from their homes, seated t the open 
windows. Several young girls locked arm in 
arm scampered past the church just as the 
\bells rang Fora moment they were startied. 
Then they glanced about them with anxious 
looks ané hurried to their respective homies. 

Ten minutes after the bell had ring its 
last warning notes the streets. were deserted. 
so far as young girls and boys were con- 


cerned. 
New Order Pleases Parents. 

Parents of the young girls, for whose 
protection the curfew was instituted, were 
happy. Several of them said the 
should have been started long ago. 

„We had no trouble in enforcing the or- 
der,” . said Police Lieut. Joseph Smith. 
“When the curfew rang there was hardly 
a youngster. who didn't obey the warning 
to get indoors. tt nae been the quictest 
night in this part of the city for years.’

Vardaman Says Jury Would Acquit 
Man Who Killed in Same Cause.

Vardan 
today granted an unconditional pardon 
Mrs. Angie Birdsong, Monticello, slayer of 
Dr. Thomas Butler, a childhood friend and 
family physician. She was sentenced to five 
years in penitentiary for manslaughter. a 

Petition for the pardon was presented and 
argued by R. N. Miller, Mrs. Birdsong’s at- 
torney. Counter petitioners were headed by 
A. C. McNair, chief counsel for the prosecu- 
tion at the trial, and Joseph Dale, Monticello, 


‘| backed by a delegation of Lawrence county 


citizens. The attorneys for the prosecution 
and defense admitted that intimate relations 
had existed. 

On this point Gov. Vardaman held that sie 
tragedy would not have occurred had not th 
been the case. That Dr. Butler had publicly 
talked about fllicit relations and had shown 
to one person a love letter receiv 
Mrs. Birdsong was admitted. Had it beens 
male member of the Bitdsong family who had 
taken the matter into his own hands and 
shot Dr. Butler for his indiscretion, the jury 
would never have returneda vebdict of guilty, 
the governor argued. . 


Weak Woman Is Defended. 

Attorneys for the prosecution sought to 
show that intimacy’ was forced on Dr. But- 
ler, but the governor declared this did not 
alter the case; that the strong man should 
protect a weak woman, and Dr. Butler was 
certainly etrong enough to resist woman's 
blandishments; at least, if not, he could have 
refrained from making the public acquainted 
with the fact. 

Evidence submitted showed that Dr. Butler 
was drinking the night prior to the tragedy 
and boested of am appointment with Mes. 
Birdsong he expected to keep. It was further 
shown that this knowledge was conveywd 
to Mrs. Birdsong and this wes. the direct 
cause of the tragedy. 

Mrs. Birdsong killed Dr. Butler at Monti- 
cello more than a year ago. She went to his 
office and began firing with a revolver. The 
physician rushe@ from his office’ and was 
followed and shot down by the side entrance. 


Trial Bitterly Contested. 

The trial was contested bitterly, the un- 
written law“ being pleaded by the defense. 
Mrs, Birdsong became ill during the hearing 
and received sentence of five years on ver- 
dict guilty of manslaughter while lying on 

a cot in the courtroom. She was released 
45 bond, pending appeal. 

Recently the supreme court denied ap- 
peal, stating there was no error. in the rec- 
ords. The supreme judges expressed sym- 
pathy and referred to the fact that pardon- 
ing power rested with the governor.

The complaining stockholders give the fol- 
lowing as the only real and authentic offi- 
cers of the corporation: President, Thomas 
A. Campion; vice president, J. C. Thorn; sec- 
retary-treasurer, Louis E. Hart. The com- 
plainants then set forth that Frederick H. 
Herhold and Daniel Lynch, Chicago men, 
pretended to elect Herhold president and 
treasurer, John M. Roach vice president, and 
B. Niggemeyer secretary. 

Then, continue the complainants, a pre- 
tended sheriff's sale was held in Chicago 
and 2,373,270 shares of stock were purchased 
by the pretending officers for 63,000. It also 
is charged that the books of the company are 
being kept by these officers,

Reductions to Points in. the Mid- 
dle West Become Effective. 


MOSTLY ON A 2 CENT Bass. 


-Interior ‘Kansas and Nebraska Fares 
Still Remain Unchanged. 


New interstate passenger rates between 
all pointe in Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, and North and South Da- 
kota were made effective at midnight last 
night. This reduces all interstate passenger 
rates to the baste of 2 cents a mile except in 
Wisconsin and the Dakotas, where the rates 
are based on 2% cents a mile. The law re- 
cently passed in Wisconsin making the rate 
2 cents a mile will become effective Aug. 
15, and rates to points in that state then will 
be further reduced. 

The rates to interior Kansas and Nebraska 
have not been affected other than by the 
reduction to Missouri river points, because 
the law in Nebraska is being tested in the 
courts and Kansas did not pass a 2 cent law, 
though the commissioners of that state re- 
cently addressed: a communication to the 
railroads asking them to put in a 2 cent rate 
in Kansas, to become permanent if the 2 
cent laws are upheld by the courts of Mis- 
sourl, Nebraska, and Arkansas. The rail- 
roads are inclined to ignore thie request, not- 
withstanding the letter contains the threat 
that the commissioners will take action if 
the railroads do not. 


Lower Rates to the Far West. 


There is a disposition on the part of Colo- 
rado lines to make rates to the Colorado 
state Hine based on the 2 cent rate in Ne- 


braska, thus reducing the rate to Colorado 


points, This will have the effect of reducing 
the rate from Council Bluffs, Iowa, and 
Omaha, Neb., and St. Joseph, Mo., and nat- 

urally the Kansas Unes will be compelled to 
apply a 2 cent rate aeross the state of Kan- 
sas to put Kansas City on parity. One road 
has given its ultimatum that the Colorado 
reductions will be come effective on July 28, 
and the others will join, 

The reductions in rates to Kansas City, 
Omaha, Sioux. City, Minneapolis, and St. 
Paul naturally will carry reductions to all 
points west. It is probable the new rates to 
the far west will be effective about July 28. 
Rates to pointe in interior Nebraska and 
Kansas will be based on 2 cents a mile tothe
